DECADES OF SAINTS — YEARS OF GLORY’ - 
Soccer and St. George are almost synonymous in Australia and just about 
everyone connected with the history of the world’s most popular sport in 
our country is aware that the red-white-and-green have a magnificent history 
behind them. 


The roots of today’s St. George BCS go back all the way to the early fifties, 
when a club made up of Hungarian immigrants made its debut in the lower 


divisions of competition in Sydney, finally graduating to a senior competition- 


the second Division of the “’ rebel’” NSW Soccer Federation - in 1957. 

By that time it was known as Budapest Soccer Club, later changing to its 
current title. 

Soccer fans are like all other sports nuts, they love to thumb through old 
statistics, recalling great matches, reminding themselves of past glories and 
even some abject failures. 

The “Sydney Saints’’, St. George’s new look official match program will 
attempt to cater for this passion for facts and figures throughout the season. 
As our first offering we reproduce a feature from the Club’s Silver Jubilee 
Handbook published more than eight years ago and produced by that 
outstanding journalist Andrew Dettre 

It is a full record of all the games played by St. George in the NSW 
Soccer Federation's First Division competition from the club’s first entry 
in 1959 until 1969 

The club was a founder member of the National Soccer League in 1977, 
but was relegated back to the State League for on year in 1981.
